Engagement, an Account of 


Which Was Sent to the 
Madrid Government. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Govern- 
ment has information verifying the report 
of an engagement between Admiral 
Dewey's ships and the so-called fleet of the 
Philippine insurgents. 

The only news of this kind received here 
comes from Madrid in a dispatch sald to 
have been sent from Manila to the Span- 
ish Minister of Marine, in which it is 
stated that the Americans there have at- 
tacked and destroyed a number of the in- 
surgents’ ships, holding that: the rebels’ 
flag is a pliratical one.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—John Fay, the Post- 
Dispatch’s correspondent, who went to 
Manila with Gen. Merritt, speaking of the 
reported conflict with Aguinaldo, says: 

“There was no organized native fieet in 
Manila waters. All the boats the inSurgents 
| possessed appeared to Wave been turned 
over to them by Admiral Dewey previous 
'to the arrival of the American troops and 
for the purpose of assisting Aguinaldo’'s 
| soldiers. 

" "The fleet In the bay was made up of two 
steam launches, two tugs and several 6ail- 
ing vessels. 

“One launch was in the personal eervice 
of Aguinaldo. He obtained possession of it 
through the courtesy of Admiral Dewey. 

‘The tugs and schooners were in the con- 
trol of natives, who raised the insurgent 
flag soon after the desiruction of the Span- 
ish fleet. 

‘The insurgents had one small gunboat 
in the vicinity of Cubu. In July Aguinaldo 
leased a tramp steamer there and put four 
small guns on the deck. ‘This steamer was 
used in transporting stipplies for insurg- 
ents. ~ 

“The launches and tugs in Manila Bay 
and the Pasig River carried the insurgent 
flag without protest for several weeks after 
the fall of Manila. 

“The flag was raised over Corregidor Is!l- 
ands as late as Sept. 1. It was a common 
sight over buildings and posts held by na- 
tives in the suburbs of Manila. 

“But the Filipinos were persistent in ra's- 
ing their flags in territory occupied by the 
American soldiers, and that action caused 
much feeling after Manila was taken,

The Three Plasterers Who Were int 
Accident at th: New Lincoln 
Trust Building Wednesday 
Tell of Experience. 


James, Fred and Charles Smith, brothers, 
were in the elevator cage on the twelfth 
floor in the new Lincoln Trust building 
Wednesday afternoon, when something 
broke, and like a streak of lightning the 
car dropped 156 feet to the basement below. 

Two of the brothers fell the entire dis- 
tance. One saved himself by grabbing the 
brake rope and holding on until he was 
rescued by a hod carrier. Not one of the 
brothers was seriously injured. 

The Smiths are plasterers, and all 
boardiag at 1115 Chestnut street, Thetis 
homes are in Chicago. Fred and Charley 
are sing!ie. James, who is foreman of the 
plasterers, is married and lives at 3829 Six- 
tieth place, Chicago. 

James Smith was propped up In bed shav- 
ing when a reporter visited him Thursday 
morning. 

“Oh. I am feeling first rate to-day, thank 
you,”” he said in reply to questions. ‘‘A little 
bit sore, but I am thanking my stars that 
I can feel at all. I tell you there are mighty 
few men who have ‘allen 166 feet and then 
lived to teil about it. I guess the Smith 
familly ain’t so unlucky after all. 

“IT and my two brothers, Fred and Char- 
ley, were on the elevator car at the twelfth 
floor. We were working on the tenth floor 
and went up after same more material. The 
car had no more than stopped than it be- 
gan to drop. Jt was all so quick that I 
hardly knew what was happening. There 
was a buzzing sound, as if a thousand bul- 
lets were whizzing about my ears. Invol- 
untarily I looked up I could Fred 
dangling on the rope above me. I felt fora 
rope, too, but I couldn't find one. Then I 
thought to jump from the car to one of the 
floors. but they whizzed by so rapidly that 
it was utterly impossible. 

“Then I figured on the automatic cogs 
working. Then I gave myself up for gone 
and said to “harley, ‘Weil, I guess we're up 
against it. Then we struck buttom and I 
knew ne more. 

“This idea about people reviewing all the 
incidents of their past lives during such a 
fall is mythical. I didn’t think of anything 
but the fall and how I could escape. After 
I struck bottom I was unconscious for a 
while. The big steel cade broke and the 
ends of it beat me on the SHC. making a 
nuntber of stalp wounds. I’ was also bruise: 
on the legs and one ankie seems a little 
sprained. But | was up walking about this 
morning and feel absolutely no pain.”’

PARIS, Oct. 2.—The Spanish Peace Com- 
missioners have not yet received from 
Madrid either instruction or permission to 
bid adieu to Cuban sovereignty without 
further seeking to attach to this sovereignty 
some condition providing for the assump- 
tion of the Cuban debt by the United States, 
If they are as at present disposed and iIn- 
structed, the Spaniards will not at to- 
morrow’s meeting recognize affirmatively 
the United States’ position and will stop 
on the point of results. 

Should they flatly reject American in- 
sistence the Spaniards, while recognizing 
the physicai power of the United States 
against unaided Spain, will dumbly ex- 
tend their palms upwards and shrug their 
shoulders.

It Will Protect Bottom Lands in St

THE FASHODA CCNTROVERSY. 


Origin of the Present Contention Be- 
tween France and England. 

The object of the French advance on 
Fashoda was to defeat the British pian of 
establishing a line of communication from 
the north to the south of Africa by snatch- 
ing territory which would invest France 
with a vast empire extending from the At- 
lantic to the Red Sea. That this echeme was 
arranged with the utmost deliberation some 
time ago is now evident. 

The Bahr-el-Ghazal is a former province 
of the Egyptian Soudan, south of Knhar- 
toum and north of Equatoria. It may be de- 
scribed as about five times as big as En- 
gland and !s covered with forests and moun- 
tains and seamed with low valleys subject 
to inundation. It tneludes the larger por- 
tion of the basin watered by the Bahr (or | 
river) Ghazal, which, w.th Its affluenta, the | 
Bahr-el-Arab, Jur, Rohl and Roa, forms ay 
labyrinth of ge Fashoda is situated | 
on the Nile prope, just northwerd of this 
labyrinth, and hence commands access to} 
all the streama which feed the great river. | 
It is the capital of the Shilluk country and 
it was annexed to Egypt nearly half a 
century ago.

He claimed that smoke in itself 
was inflammable. 

“For instance,”’ he said, “when a fireman 
earries a lantern through a dense volume 
of emoke, descending from the roof, where 
there is no means of its escape, the contact 
of light with the heavy pressure often 
results disastrously. There are various 
kinds of amoke. Perhaps the most danger- 
ous ie that of burnt grain and heated iron.” 

While the Inspector was talking a sharp, 
ehort explosion was heard inside the min- 
lature hullding. The compressed smoke in 
it, utterly without air, gave the hydrogen / 
and carbon in the smoke a chance to form | 
the gas which was responsible for the ex-' 
plosion. Mr. MeDavitt explained. 

The second test was made with grain. Tha | 
explosion had much more force than the 
first.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The War 

to-day posted following 


De- 


artment the bul- 
letin: 

l'nder date of vesterday Gen, Otis cabled 
the War Depariment the “Situation in Lu- 
zon somewhat improved. Influence of Fil- 
ipinos of education and property not de- 
sirine independent government, but hostile 
to Spain, gaining ascendancy in revolution- 
ary councils. Promising nothing, but en- 
forcing the law. Complications seriously 
affect inter-islind commerce and diminish 
revenue. Affairs progressing favorably, 
though sick report increasing, owing most- 
ly to carelessness of enlisted men. Health 
of officers good. Condition of city and fa- 
cilities for quartering troops improving. 
Fever decreasing. Intestinal troubles 
about the same. Many slight ailments: 
smallpox apparently arrested. During the 
month 28 deaths, & smallpox, 8 typhoid 
fever, 5 malarial and intestinal complaints, 
three accidental.”’ 

Gen, Otis cabled considerable more than 
the above, but the department does not 
deem it advisable to make the other por- 
tions of the dispatch public, because of its 
bearing upon the peace negotiations. It 
contains suggestions by Gen. Otis regarding 
the disposition of the Philippines and also 
information about the insurgents.

Why assume or guarantee any Cuban bonds? The Cubans 
ought to pay and doubtless will pay just municipal debts. 

But our one concern is to get Spain out of Cuba and estab- 
lish a free and independent Cuban government. Spain has 
agreed to go and the only thing to be settled is the order of 
her going. 

We are not bound to guarantee any of Spain’s obligations in 
Cuba. If justice were done Spain would pay Cuba more than 
the amount of all the Cuban debts. The equities of the mu- 
nicipal bond question may safely be left to the future and 
should be left to the Cubans. 

Under the circumstances it {s presumption in Spain to talk 
about Cuban bonds and foolish in the United States to en- 
tertain the subject. Besides, there is opportunity for jobbery 
in bond guarantees.

Two negro candidates for Congress are 
fn the field, Dr. Scott in the Twelfth Dis- 
¢rict and Attorney Dodge in the Eleventh 
District. 

Fach expects to poll two-thirds or three- 
fourths of the negro vote in his district. 
The candidacy of these men Is based upon 
the claim that negroes have been support. 
ing the Republican party in St. Louls and 
elsewhere for many years without rece!lv- 
ing anything like just recognition at the 
hands of the white leaders of that party, 
whom they have helped to keep in power. 

In proof of this, and for the information 
of negro voters. who may not know how 
they have bunkoed by 
power, the facts in the case have been 
collected by a negro who is fully up to 
the circumstances. It fully presents the 
reasons for the colored movement: 

St. Louis bas a white votiag population of 120,- 
000; a block voting pepulatioo of 8000 approximate- 
ly. Therefore, taking the voting population as the 
Dasis of calculation, the following results have 
been reached. The negro ought to be given one

ployes. The 76 negroes who are at present em- 
loyed by the etty of St. Louls receive annually 
440.50 per capita, or $36.70 each a month. Hence, 
every white empioye gets $67.80 more a month 
than every black employe, respectively. More 
than this, there never has been a negro within 
the corporate iimits of this city filling an elect- 
ive position

BELLEVILLE INQUISITORS MAKE 
THEIR FINAL KEFORT AFTER 
A BUSY SFSSION. 


SOME TRUE BILLS RETURNED. 


County Institutions Found in Good Or- 
der and a New Jury Room 
Asked For. 


The St. Clair County grand jury ad- 
journed Wednesday, after returning more 
indictments of general interest than any 
grand jury for years. 

The report, rendered to Judge M.. W. 
Schaefer of the Circuit Court, shows that 
the jury investigated 142 complaints, found 
113 true bills, ignored 22 and that seven were 
disposed of by the State's Attorney, through 
the County Court or otherwise. 

The report on the county institutions was 
favorable. It shows that there are 139 in- 
mates of the County Farm, of whom 389 
are males and &) females. The insane num- 
ber 21 males and 2 females. 

The report suggests that another room, 
which will admit of greater privacy, be 
provided for the grand jury’s sittings. 

Accompanying the report was an indict- 
ment against M. W. Borders for assault 
and battery committed on John, alias Hans 
Schwartz, the editor of the Tageblatt and 
Arbeiter Zeitung, on Aug. 31. The indict- 
ment was immediately nolle prossed by 
State’s Attorney Baker, who held that, un- 
der a ruling of the Supreme Court, that 
where no intent to kill ls shown, the prose- 
peer must be before a Justice of the 
Pace, 

Mr. Borders assaulted Schwarz for per- 
sistently attacking him in the Tageblatt. 
Borders now has suits for damages pend- 


ing against Schwarz and has had him in- 
dicted for criminal libel and immorality.

Anecdotes of the Celebrated Kentuck- 
ian, Told by a Friend. 

A correspondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune, writing from Vanceburg, 
gives the following: 

The world at large may regard Craig 
Toliver, the celebrated Rowan County out- 
law, as a cruel murderer, but all the 
preachers, papers and logicians on earth 
couldn’t make George Lewis of Indian 
Creek think so. 

“There never was a kinder-hearted man 
on this earth to people he liked than Craig 
Toliver, say what you please,” said Mr.
